The long-expected restriction on the sale of |

Hquor in #lubs on Bunday has come, and yester-
day saw the first day under this system. This
phase of the Sunday excise law varled the mo-
potony of a dry Sunday yesterday, and made it
interesting for a time. There was general defer-
ence to the views of the Pollee Board among the
real social clubs. There was some talk to the ef-
ect that the Clty Club would make an issue of
‘he matter and secure the arrest of the bartender
and perhaps & member of the Board of Governors
n order to give the question a thorough test In
the courts. At the clubhouse last night It was
said that this idea had been abandoned, and that
ihe club had ccepted the law as they found it
and made no protest.

The attitude of the Police Commirsioners was
ot entirely unexpected. The question has been
agitated for some time. No one, however, seemed
to think that the matter would really be carried
into the realm of elubdom, When there was talk
at first about prohibiting the sale of liquors In
“jubs on Sunday the better grade of clubs at once
ok precautions looking to the prevention of any
abuge of the club privileges. Some went 8o far
38 to refuse admission to the club on Sunday to
persons holding cards entitling them to the privi-
leges of the club and refusing o serve any
stranger with 4 member. The idea of the Com-
missioners is to place the clubs on an equal foot-
&,z with the hotels. For this reason the sale of
Arinks with a meal was not forbidden, and the
rules concerning hotels applied.

VARIOUS INTERFPRETATIONS,

The manner in which the Commissioners’ atil-
tude was interpreted by the different clubs yes- |
terday was varied, Some clubs went £o far as to
order thelr bars closed all day and prohibit the |
sale of drinks even with meals, Others suspended |
the rules under which visitors were admm-d.]

DID“HER FRIEND" KILL HER?

BESSIE MARCOW'S DEATH IN THE TEN-
DERLOIN.

PERSECUTED AND ANNOYED RY A MAN NAMED
M'GILIGAH, AND IT I8 THOUGHT A BEAT-

ING BY HIM CAUSED HER DEATH.

RBessle Marcow, allas Hessle Franco, and Hessie
Maynard, dled in her room, No. 162 West Thirty-
fifth-st., about noon yesterday under clroumstances
that warranted Coroner Hoeber In ordering an im-
mediate Investigation and Issuing a warrant for the
arrest of & man whose name he refused to divulge
untll the arrest was made. The Marcow woman
told the landlady of the house early Saturday
morning that this man had brutally assauited her
the night before, although at the time she did not
appear to be suffering much from her Injurles. An
examinatlon of her body yesterday showed gev-
eral severe brulses, notably one under her heart,
which Coroner Hoeber says may have caused her
death. The man suspected |s well known to the
police of the Tenderloin precinet, and also to the
occupants of the house where the woman dled. It
Was mainiy on account of the storles told by them
to Corgner Hoeber that the latter ordered the ar-
rest. When the Coroner was Informed of the death
yesterday afternoon, he went 16 the house and
viewed the body, and, after finding the susplicious
brulses, questioned the inmates. According 1o the
landlady, the mian for whom the pollce are looking
has been persecuting the Marcow woman for some
months. On two occaslons he was Aarrested and
placed under bonds to Keep the peace, and in also
sald to have assaulted her frequently. In explana-
tion of hia various visits to her he alleged that she
owed him money, and this excus: was always given
when scréeams |ssued from the woman's room, or
when she poured fourth her tale of woe to sym-
pathizing neighbore,

Notwithstanding his alleged crueity, she seemed
to be under his influence, and, according to the

Inlnlr!ltnd,\'. went to the theatre with him Friday
night.
‘he next morning she repeated the oft-toid

story of her “friend’'s" abusive treatment, knd sald
he had Kicked her in the skde, and hit her with hia
fists. She appeared to be in the best of spirits dur-
ng the day, and talked to a polleeman al about
10 o'clock Saturday night, while sitting on the front
stoop. She was well known In the neighborhood.

About b o'clock Bunday morning Eroans were
heard In her raom, and the landlady, rushing in,
found her lying on the floor and suffering Intense
agony. She was consclous, uwnd asked for & gliss
of water. She was asslsted to the bed, and the
landlady left her apparently somewhatl relleved,
The landiady entered the room again  about §
o'clock, and” found the woman unconsclous. She
died about noon.

The police of the “Tenderloin” Precinel assert
that the dead woman Is belleyed to have @ husband
in Washington, employed In the Geologleal Depart-
ment, wnd from correspondence found it 18 thought
that she hud been employed In one of the depart-
ments in that ety herself at one time She kept a
manicure parlor at No. 491 8ixth-ave and the willes

say that she {2 known to them only through the

The Marcow woman frequently eomplained to the
police about McGilagah’'s actions, but they never
could get any satisfactory explanatlon from him, al-
though placing him under arrest three times. The tHrst
time heé war charged with assau'ting her, but was
discharged In Jefferson Market Court.  He sald
he was a lumber salesman, Soon after his firet
arrest he was caught ringing her doorbell and was
agaln arralgned in court and fined §10. He was
agaln arrested early In September and placed under
$300 honds for hia good hehavior

Then he made a practice of climbing In the win-
dows, Last Monday she opened the manicure par-
lor In Rixth.ave., but during the week complained
that Me(ilagah was ruining her business Ly a
repetition of his annoyances. The police say that

THEY ROBBED MAIL BOXES.

CONFESSION OF ONE OF A GANG OF

THIEVES,

WHEELER AND HIE FOUR “PALS" WAD WORKED
THEIR SCHEME 1N THIS AND OTHER AMER-
NEARLY

ICAN CITIES ORTAINING
830,000 IN TWO TYEARS-THRER
UNDER  ARREST

The full story of how a gang of six professicnal

| thieyes have robbed this eity of upward of $.000,

and throughout the Unlon have sscuted nearly $25.-
000 within two years by plilaging mallboxes, he-
came known to Acting Captaln O'Brien, of the De-
tective Purean, vesterday, by the confession of one
of the members of the gang who had been arrested
the day before after a long and anxlous pearch,
The penitent criminal, whose tongue has done the
police this Important service, (s Willlam 0. Wheeler,
an old-time crook. He has lately hesn living in
South Second-st., Willlamshurg, but i now I safe-
keeping at Pollee Headquarters, Of the rempining
members of the gang, two are already In fail in
Baltimore, two are in the cistody of Tnited Etates
marshals, and one is at large. He was released by
Maglistrate Crane several weeks ago, after heing ar-
rested with the other men, becauss the detective
who had arralgned him in court and wanted the
man remanded, would not tell at the prellminary
hearing what evidenece he had agalnst him.

The tale told by Wheeler to Acting Captain
O'Brien begins In the early part of 1891, when
Charles Fisher, Iobert Walloce, Barney Kelly, Will-
famn Morgan and Frank Grifin, all daring and ex-
perienced thleves, were serving terms in Sing Bing
for vartous offenges, and were all employed in the
moulding shop In the prison

It happened that the terma of Imprisonment to
which all the five men had heen sentenced Ler-
minated about the same time, and the five managed
to get together In prison on several occasions and
to form a plan of co-operation in preying upon the
publle when the time of thelr relesse came.

In November, 193, all the thleves wera free and all
the letter-hoxes in the streeta being fonnd to open
with & commaon key, n box in an obscure distriet
wia broken apen and the lock stolen. A key was
made to fit this and the gang was then able to
open any letter-box In New-York. It being dis-
covered, however, thit the same system exlated In
almont eveiy other large clty in the ['nited States,
New-Tork was allowsd to rest awhile and & num-
ber of other cltles was worked. According to the
confession In the possession of Acting Captain
(' Hrien, hetween November, 1893, and June, 1304, St
laonilm was plutdersd by the gang of $10.0m, and
New-Orleans afterward vielded them $2,0m, Mil-
wankes, $40; Cluelnnatl,” $1,200; Pltsborg,  $25.500;
Philadelphia, $400, and Hrooklyn, ¥, befors operi-
tlone wers hegun at all in New-York. When the
frequency of the thefta hecame so notieenhile In a
town that the nuthorities suspected the method by
whirh the rabhheries weres committed, the thieves
umped to another, always, however, avolding
Naw-York, as the efty where, above all others, they
ware Known,  Hut, [n splte of the precautions they
took, two of the gang, Fisher and Wallace, were
caught at the game in Baltimore and recelved long
gentences of imprisonment.

After this check the three surviving members of
the gang at Nberty crossed the ocean to England
and started in to work again. Their career there
wag of short duration, The gang had only heen op-

arnting for twn weeka when Morgan, who was
also known by the allas of “Rilly Hamilton," and
“Fugens Taleott'” wag trapped In the Hank of

Scotland while he was presepting a stolen order
for a check-hook signed by Adams, Glifillan & (‘o
He was sentenced to three years penal servitude,
His two companions ro!'urmﬁ to this country, hut
Morgun soon foliowerd them After perving nine
months of his term, the authorities, believing him
tiv be dving consumption®released him on a free
pardon on conditton of his Jeaving the country.
Within a month after his liheration he had rejolned

hig old companions in New-York and begun the
rwindle agnin
In July t the attentinn of the police hers was

enalled to aperations af the gang, and Kelly, Mor-

In the hot-
houses were many fine specimens of rare plants
which badly damaged. The barn ¢ mtadned
three of Mr. Hockefeller's finest carriage horses,
which were saved with great diffficulty, while the
retnaining contents, including a new ateam-heating
apparatus for the house, were destroyed, The loss i«
estimnted at between $H00 and $40,000, which I8
sald to Le coversd DY IRsOranee,

EXPECTED TO BE MADE IN
NEAR FUTURE.

THE GOLD RESERVE LIKELY TO BE BELOW $00..
00,000 THIS WEEK — SPECULATION A8 TO
WHETHER THE BONDSE WILL HE TAKEN
BY A BYNDICATE OR OFFERED
IN OPEN MARKET.

When William B. Curtis, Assistant Secretary
of the Treasury, was recently in New-York, It
wns not announced that he, as the representia-
tive of Secretary Carlisle, discussed with New-
York bankers the necessity for another issus of
Government bonds. In fact, it was sald by those
who are generally supposed to know what Mr.
Curtls talks about in his frequent visits to this
elty that he did not come to discuss honds; but
It Ir known, however, upon the most trustworthy
and Indigputable authority—the authority of a
bank president who saw Mr. Curtis—that the
question of another fssue of bonds was dis-
cussed, and that Mr. Curtis stopped in New-
York malnly for the purpose of finding out how
the banking community in this elty felt about a
call for subscriptions to more Government
bonds,

When Mr, Curtis was hers last week he talked
with J. Pierpont Morgan, with Conrad N. Jor-
dan, the head of the Sub-Treasury in this city,
and with other Influentinl men, and then he de-
parted for Maine. Mr. Curtls, however, ae-
cording to an iden advanced yesterday by &
Wall Street banker, did not go directly to Maine,
but shaped his course toward Huzzard's Bay,
where the result of his visit to New-York was
poursd {nto the ear of President Cleveland,  Mr.
Curtis has been used on former occnstons by the
Secretary of the Treasury to “feel” the New-
York bankers, and two of his visits to this elty
have besn followed by an issue aof Government
bonds, and the general aplnion among the major-
1ty of New-York bankers 1s that his recent vislt
was for no other purpose than that previously
sot forth.

The condition of the Natlonal Treasury, it is
contended, warrants another Issue of bonds, and
the movement of gold abroad this week will be
large enough to bring the reserve under $00,-
000,000, unlesa the New-York banks or the
syndieate turn over more gold to the Treasury.
Despite the Joyalty and patriotism of the Niw-
York bhnks, it seems extremely lmprobable
that they will make any large contributions to
the Treasury's gold fund; and the condition of
the forelgn a:'chnngo market and the unfavor-
able prospects for a speedy change in foreign
trade conditions are discouraging factors for
those who hope to see an improvement in the
Treasury's cash and gold balance, Even if the
banks come to the assistance of the Treasury
row  there I8 no promise for them that their

action will have any lasting effect upon the
Treasury's Anancial condition.
NHEGOTIATIONS NOW UNDER WAY

A banker who has, unusually good sources of
information sald Saturday that he thought
negotintiong were now being made hetween the
Belmont-Morgan bound syndicate and the Ad-

ministration for an issue of $30,000,009 bonds on |

the same condittons as the last Issue, and that
the syndicate had not yet made up Ita mind
whether or not to take it
aption, under itg contract with the Becretary of
the Treasury, for any issue of bonds which may
be made before October 1, and It would seem
that an issue of 4 per cent bonds at 104496,
which can be mold to the public anywhere from
112 to 120, would be mttractive encugh to be
taken by the syndicate at once; hut perhaps the
syndleate does not care to take the bonds and
undertake to protect the Treasury according to
the terms of the February contract. 1f the
syndlcate does not want the bonds thers would
be no trouble In disposing of them to the general
public at terms more favorable to the Govern-
ment, and many bankers urge such a course.

From present indications it looks as If the gold
shipments this week will foot up over $5,.000,000
and that syndicate houses will be among the
shippers. At the eclose of last week the foreign
exchange market was a trifle easler, but no large
gupply of bills Is yet in slght and there are now
doulits as ta the supply from the cotton and grain
niovement belng lurge enough to meet the cur-
rent demand,

CONDITION OF FOREIGN TRADE

The imports of merchandise and general dry-
goolda exeeeded the exports last week by a large
sum, and the exports, while showing a slight im-
provement over the previous week, were nearly
$2.000,000 below the same week In 1883, and the
total exports from January 1 this year show a de-
crease from the same time last year of 321,514,693,
and one of $23,741,252 frym the same time in 1803,
tmports of drygoods and general merchandise
from January 1 are $61,520.800 more than in the
corresponding time lagt vear, and the amount of
money spent by Amerlean teaveilers abroad this
year g larger than ever before, so It can readiiy
be seen how large thig country's abligations
abroad are and what a tremendous export trade
will have to develop i these debts are to be set-
tled by commerclal bills, Ingtead of gold. More-
aver, Furope hus in the laat two weeks been a
large seller of stocks in this market, and there s
another (tem which figures largely in the forelgn
exchinge market,

The majority of the large banking hotuses in
Wall Btreet which do a forelgn barking business
have lurge obligatlons for themselves and for
thely customers to setile abroad, and such debis
will have to be Hauldated in gold, Al the sum-
mer thess houses deferred shipping gold becanse
they confidently expected a good supply of com-
mercial bills in the market in the early part of
this month, but, as I8 known, they were disap-
polnted, and now they have got to make settle-
ments which their eredit cannot afford to prolong.
The members of the syndicate are not bound not
to ship wold, and they have begun to take advan-
tuge of thelr righo

EX.SENATOR WARNER MILLER VOICES THE AN
TIMENT OF RURAL REPUBLICANS ON THE
AUNDAY LOCAL OPTION-A CONFERENCE
OF LEADERS DECIDER TO 1G-

NORE THE QUESTION,

[BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TRIBUNE.]

Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. 15.—There Was an age
tumnal coldness in the alr of Saratoga to-Gay
which kept within doors most of the delegates t@
the Republican State Conventlon who have ale
ready arrived here. Bteam was turned on In
most of the hotels, and coal fires were lighted in
the grates {n the parlors occupled by the leading
Republicans. Comfort was thus obtained, and
the delegates had an opporiunity of debating
the question of renominating the present Re-
publican State officers and the way of dealing
with the Sunday liquor problem. Louls F. Payn
consumed the day In endeavoring to convince his
tellow-delegates that renominations ought to be
refused to Controller Roberts, Attorney-General
Hanecock and State Treasurer Colvin. Mr,
Payn was alded In this effort to smash “the
old tlcket” by Willlam Barnes, jr., of Albany.
Mr. Barnes was confident that at least 160 dele=
gates were pledged to oppose the renominations
of Messrs, Roberts, Hancock and Colvin, Boasts
were made that the delegates from the counties
of Albany, Rensselaer, Columbla, Putnam and
Greene would unanimously oppose the nomina-
tlon of the Btate officers named. No reasons
were glven for this opposition, which was sald
to have the sympathy of the delegates from
Northern New-York under the lead of Henry G.
Burleigh. To all appearances the only cause of
the opposition was the disappointment of cers
tain Platt Republicans over fallure to secure ap=
pointments to office. Messrs, Payn and Barnes
had to acknowledge that Thomas ', Platt was
not yet supporting their scheme, and {t was thele
opinion, it was plain, that Mr. Piatt did not have
the courage to take A stand against the renoms-
ination of Mesar®. Roberts, Ha neock and Colving
however much he might sympathize with the
work of the opposition, but Mr. Payn and Mr,
Barnes hoped that by Tuesday they could drum
up such support for their movement that Mr,
Platt would acqulesce In it

CANDIDATES OF PAYN AND BARNES.

The candidates of those opposing the renominae
tion of “the old ticker" of 1893 in {ts entirety ara
John F. Parkhurst, of Bath, for Controller; John
M. Wever, of Plattsburg, for State Treasurer, and
7. Rider Cady, of Hudson, for Attornéy-General,
Mr. Parkhurst and Mr. Cady are both here, and
both deny that they are randidates, but it 1s
well understood that they wonld accept the nomi=
nations for Contruller and for Attorney-General
if they should be conferred upon them., Mr. Payn
and Mr. Barnes, with their following slsewhers
In the State, will attemipt to-morrow, as fast as
the delegates arrlve, to array them in opposition
to Messrs, Roberts. Hancock and Colvin, Thua
¢ar this opposition of Mr. Payn and Mr. Barnes to
the Republican State officials named has amount-
ed to nothing. They have mads no progress in
their campalgn; since it is the svident helief of &
majority of the delegates to the convention now
here that every one of the Republican Stats oM-
cers has made such a good record as to be en-
titled to a renomination, and that in common
gratitude the party ghould renominate them. It
is highly doubtful even if Mr. Platt, by the exers
tion of his Influence, could defeat them. Peo-
ple will watch with curiosity the result of Mr,
Payn's and Mr. Barnes's work to-morrow, when
§0 per cent of the delegites will arrive here.

TO DELUDE GOVERNOR MORTON.

Further preparations were made ta-day to ine
still into Governor Morton’s mind the delusive
notlon that he 18 the actual choice of the Platt
Republicans for President. A plank was framed
for insertion In the platform of the convention,
extolling Mr. Morton for his administration of the
State's affalrs, expressing the hope that he will
goon recelve *higher honors” from the Repub=
lloans of the Nation, and declaring that he is the
cholee of the New-York Republicans for Dresl-
dent. It 18 expected now that the convention will
adjourn on Tuesday nlght. A special train will
start from Albany that night, bearing southward
the Governor, Mrs. Morton and the legislative
committees appolnted ti be present at the open=
Ing of the Chickamauga National Park and the
Atlanta Exposition. Ahead of Mr. Morton will
travel the news of the action of the New-York Re-
publican State Convention in his favor, and
therefore his friends hope that his Southern jours
ney will afford him & chance to galn gome hold as
a candldate for President upon the Southern Re-
publican vote.

The chief subject of debate among the leading
Republicans here to-day has been the Sunday
Hquor question. A dozen planks for the platform,
dealing with this subject, have been in clrcula-
tlon among the delegates, The rural Republivcans
geem unanimously apposed to the adoption of any
Sunday option plank. Most of them also urge the
adoption of a plank declaring thut all laws should
be enforced. This is an tndirect approval of the
attitude of the Board of Pollee of New-York Oity.

EX-SENATOR MILLER ON SUNDAY CLOBING.

Ex-Senator Warner Miller apparently exs
presgsed the common thoughi of the rural Re-
publicans when he sald to The Tribune corre
spondent to-night:  “In my vpinion the dele-
gates to the convention from rural parts of
New-York State, and they have a majority in
the convention, are invineibly opposed to the
adoption of any Sunday optlun lquor plank. I
belleve the Republican party would lose a hun-
dred thousand votes In rural New-York if It
should say it belleves cities should have the
right to permit or not to permit, as they please,
the sale of liquor upon Sunday. This Bunday
Hquor question 18 a moral question. As long
as we are a Christian people we shall strive to
keep Sunday as a sacred day, and not permit
any occupations, except such as are absolutely
necessary, upon that day. It would be absurd
to give any eity the right to say that certaln
laws, moral laws. should not be enforced within
{ts imits, You can give a city the right to say
whether or not it shall be taxed for a certain
purpose, and whether or not it shall bulld a
rapid-transit road, but you cannot authorize a
clty to abrogate the laws agalnst thievery, for
instance, or abrogate any law of a similar
nature. If the people of the whole State through
their Legislature shall pdss u general law say-
ing that Sunday need not be respected, that
work can go on upon that day as well as any
other, that the liquor-stores can be kepl open—
well and good. 1 will respect the law as every
good eltizen should respect t.  But when we
have a law upon the statute-hooks forbldding
the sale of lguor upon Bunday, that law ought
to be kept and ought to be enforced until re-
pealed.

NO MIDDLE GROUND TO 8TAND ON.

“There 15 no middle course in such & matter,
and 1 believe that a majority of the people of the
State and a majority «f the people who llve In
New-York Clity are opposed to the sale of liquor
on Bunday., We should urge an aggressive fight
upon this question of the Sunday sale of liquor,
and not a defensive one. We do not need to act
In the least upon the defensive. Mr, HII'S letter
favoring the Sunday sale of ilquor should be clr-
culated as a Republican campalgn document. It
Is the best argument we could glve in favor of
